FOREST FIRE HITS 


‘8 ACRES IN COUNTY + 


On Wednesday of last’ week, April 
8th, there was an all-day snowstorm 
that laid down a three inch depth 
over the county, and was nearly 
state-wide. On Sunday, April 12th, | 
Forest Fire Officer for Crawford 
County Forest Annis received word 
the Down River Fire-Tower of a 
forest fire at 2:50 p. m. in the 
Forest Service area: A fix from the 
Luzerne tower located the blaze 
at the east end of Wakeley Lake, 
on Sec. 23, T26N, R2W. Two units, 
.4” pumper and: tractor--plow,- were 
dispateliéd from Crawford County, 
and units from Mio were also 
sent to the area, both arriving at 


about the same time. The Crawford 
County units had difficulty in get-| 
ting to the fires as they had to get 
through a locked gate past the 
Dennison property on M-72 east. 
The fire started near the build- 
ings where the old Timberlands 
mill was situated, and burned over 
about eight acres, Officer Annis 
stated, in the former chip and saw- 
dust pile areca.” The sawdust pile 
was still burning the first of the 
week, long after the main fire had 
been put out. Officer Annis stated 
the cause of the fire.was unknown. 
A blaze was started.in mid-after- 
noon Monday when a tree fell on’ 
a power line at the Rocky Mea- 
dows home on M-72, a_ half-mile 
east of the Stephan’ Bridge- Road:
